Muskogee, Okla., August 3.—Fight- 
ing between draft rioters and officers 
is going on 25 miles north of Ada, ac- 
cording to Under-Sheriff Purvine of 
Okmulgee county, who received a re- 
port from there late tonight. 

Oklahoma City, Okla., July 3.—Bands 
of negroes, tenant farmers and Indians, 
whose purpose is to defeat the selective 
service law in Oklahoma, have spread 
a reign. of terror through three coun- 


ties in the central part of the state,

A representative from the governor's 
effice who has just returned from the 
district where the various bands are 
operating, recommends the latter plan. 

The affected counties are Seminole, 
Hughes and Pontotoc and the sheriffs 
and prosecuting attorneys from each 
of them are forming posses in an effort 
to forestall the rioters. 

The bands are organized into several 
bodies, the strongest of which is known 
as ‘“‘the working class union,”’- whose 
membership is said to number about 
300. This organization is supplemented 
by I. W. W. agitators and a smaller 
group known as the “Jones family.” 

Seminole county seems to be the heart 
of the chaos-ridden region, where trou- 
ble has been brewing since the passage 
of the draft law. 

Four suspects have been arrested and 
are in jail at Sallisaw. 

Twenty civilians, with a quantity of 
rifles and ammunition, were s@nt to 
Heldenville: and Wewoka tonight by 
Adjustant General Earp, following ap- 
peals from the sheriffs in these towns. 

Guardsmen would be used only as a 
last resort, the adjutant general said. 

Citizens Are Arming. 

One report received here tonight was 

that about one thousand citizens of 


had assembled and were arming them- 
selves with the intention of dispersing 
a crowd of several hundred men who 
were reported to have gathered near 
the town of Sasakawa, for the purpose 
of resisting the draft. It was expected 
that an attack on the men would be 
made at daybreak tomorrow. 

One hundred and fifty men said to 
have gathered with the intention of 
resisting the selective draft were re- 
ported here tonight to have gathered 
at Rock Crossing on the South Canadian 
river, the boundary between Seminole 
and Hughes counties. This point was 
expected to be the resisters’ base of 
operations. 

Roy Crane, a socialist agitator, was 
arrested today at Holdenville.“He car- 
ried a grip filled with ammunition and 
was heavily armed. 

: Sheriff Disperses Gathering. 

Ada, Okla., August 3.—Sheriff Bob 
Duncan, of Pontotoc county, reported 
captured by draft resisters at Seminole, 
returned to Ada late tonight with ten 
prisoners, captured. five miles north- 
west of Sasakawa. ~ 

There were about 80 per cent in that 
particular gathering, Sheriff Duncan 
said, who were dispersed for the tim 
being by a posse of 25 citizens.

Saint Julien Is Retaken 
Northeast of Ypres, and 
Ground Is Also Gained to 
South of Hollebeke.

From European Cables of the 
Day.)—-Northeast of Ypres on Friday 
the troops of Field Marshal Haig re- 
established themselves in the town of 
Saint Julien, captured by them on Tues- 
day, buf from which they were driven 
by the Germans on Wednesday. Ad- 
ditional ground was gained south of 
Hollebeke, near the center of the line 


, on which the entente allied attack was 


launched early this week. British ar- 
tillery dispersed German forces pre- 
paring to attack near Ypres and fore- 
stalled any attempt by the Teutons to 
charge against the British lines. On 
Tuesday, the first day of the allied ad- 
vance, 6,122 Germans were made pris- 
oner by the Anglo-French forces. 

Near Monchy le Preux, southeast of 
Arras, the Germans on Thursday night 
entered British front line trenches at 
two points. Desperate fighting ensued 
and the British during Friday retook 
most of the elements. Except for the 
repulse of a German attack on a 1,500- 
yard front near Cerny, on the Aisne 
front, there have been only raids and 
artillery duels on the rest of the west- 
ern front.

FIXED ON GERMANY 


Berlin Had Possession of 
Austria’s Ultimatum to 
Serbia Fourteen Hours Be- 
fore It Was Delivered to 
Belgrade. 


Washington, August 3.— Germany 
had possession of Austria’s ultimatum 
to Serbia fourteen hours before it was 
delivered to Belgrade, according to 
positive information which has reached 
officials here and which was made 
public today for the first time. 

It was stated that former Foreign 
Secretary Zimmerman admitted this 
himself when pressed very closely as 
to Germany’s foreknowledge of the ac- 
tion of her ally which precipitated the 
European war.

This tact fits in very closely with the 
recent statements, first advanced by 
Deputy Cohn in the reichstag and since 
adopted by the allied governments, that 
German and Austrian leaders held a 
war council at Potsdam on July 5, in 
which it was practically decided to 
plunge Europe into conflict. The in- 
terpretation placed on this council has 
been that Germany had full knowledge 
of all Austria’s plans and stood un- 
réservedly behind her. Germany, how- 
ever, has denied the holding of such 
a conference. 

Information given credence by of- 
ficials here is that a conference at Pots- 
dam did take place and was attended 
by Von Moltke, Falkenhayn, Tifpitz, 
Bethmann-Hollweg, the crown prince 
and Emperor William. Afterward the 
emperor left for a short trip and on 
his return found Sir Edward Grey’s of- 
fer of mediation. He was disposed to 
accept this, but Von Moltke, Falken- 
hayn and Tirpitz threw their swords 
down on the table and offered their 
resignations. William thereupon de- 
cided to refuse the offer. 


GERMANY IS URGED 
TO PROSECUTE COHN. 

Amsterdam, August 3.—The Deutsche 
Tages Zeitung challenges the German 
government to prosecute Dr. Cohn, so- 
cialist member of the feichstag, for 
his alleged revelations regarding the 
crown council held at Potsdam July 5, 
1914. The newspaper says it knows the 
revelations published in The London 
Times came from Stockholm direct and 
from the German independent social- 
ists and it offers to give the fullest 
evidence in case the government de- 
sires to court-martial Deputy Cohn. 


The London Times asserted that a 
conference was held in the presence 
of Emperor William at Potsdam July 5, 
1914, in which the political and military 
personages in Germany and  Austria- 
Hungary took part, when a plan was 
proposed to let loose the war. The 
Wolff bureau, of Berlin, on August 1, 
said it had been officially authorized 
to declare that the statement was pure 
invention. The news agency said The 
Times had supported its allegations on 
statements made by Dr. Cohn in 
main committee of the reichstag. These 
statements, it was added, were refuted 
in committee by the German govern- 
ment as incorrect.

Following the death Thursday mid- 
night of Senator Ivey Felton Mundy, 
of Rockmart, representing the thirty- 
eighth district, the senate on Friday 
morning met and adjourned until Mon- 
day morning at 11:15 o’clock. 

Though Senator Mundy had been ill 
for two days, suffering from an at- 
tack of appendicitis and an operation, 
he was reported Thursday afternoon 
as resting well, and his death came as 
a great surprise and tremendous shock 
to the senate. Senator Mundy was 
stricken with appendicitis on the floor 
of the senate last Wednesday. Two

The senator was taken to .Wesley 
Memorial hospital, where he was Op- 
erated on Wednesday afternoop. 

Senator Mundy was one of the most 
beloved and most able members of the 
upper branch of the general assembly. 
He had also served in the lower house 


of Rockmart, and was one of the most 
popular, influential and respected citi- 
zens of his section of the state.

WILL RAISE PRICE OF ICE. 


Higher Cost of Material and 
Labor Given as Cause. 


Beginning today, the prise of ice 
will be raised in Atlanta. This an- 
nouncement was made yesterday by 


officials of the Southern Ice company, 
Atlantic Ice and Coal corporation and 
the Consumers Ice company. 

The wholesale price of 20 cents per 
hundred will be raised to 30 cents per 
hundred, and- the retail price from 30 
to 40 cents per hundred. Wholesale 
lots of more than 300 pounds will sell 
for 25 cents per hundred. The only 
party that will not be affected is the 
small consumer who buys less than 50- 
pound lots. He has always paid for ice 
at the rate of 40 cents per hundred, 
and for him the price will remain the 
same. The consumer who has bought 
in 50-pound lots or more has paid at 
the rate of 30 cents per hundred; in 
the future the price will be 40 cents 
per hundred. 

Officials of the three companies 
stated Friday that this raise was im- 
perative; that prices of all materials 
used in the manufacture of ice have 
gone up from 50 per cent to 100 per 
cent in the past few months, and that 
they have been working against a 
raise, but the steady increase in the 
price of material forced them to take 
the step. The higher cost of labor is 
lalso given as a reason for the raise in 
| price.

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POSTAL EMPLOVE 


ARE NOT EXEMPT 


Even Rural Carriers Are 
Included— Government 
Moves to Reduce Number 
of Exemptions for De- 
pendents. 


A 


Washington, August 3.—A ruling is- 
sued today by the postoffice depart- 
ment shows that department officials 
will make few requests for the exemp- 
tion of postal employees from military 
service. Postmasters are instructed not 
to ask for exemption for carriers or 
laborers or for clerks in second-class 
offices below the $1,000 grade, clerks 
in the first-class offices below’ the 
$1,100 grade, or any above these grades 
unless they are qualified distributers 
of mail.- 

The ruling is the first formal action 
by an executive department in compli- 
ance with President Wilson's order di- 
recting that department officials indi- 
cate exceptions and that the require- 
ment of indispensability be rigidly en- 
forced. As generally constructed, the 
postal ruling shows the purpose of the 
administration to put the government 
departments foremost in freeing valu- 
able employees for war service. 

The entire mail carrier force, num- 
bering thousands of men, of whom a 
considerable percentage are within the 
draft age limtts,-tS excluded from ex- 
emption unless for physical reasons or 
because they have dependent families. 
Every portion of the country is reach- 
ed by the ruling and even the rural 
carriers are included. 

The department’s ruling in regard to 
clerks leaves railway mail clerks with- 
in the exemption classes, as they are 
highly specialized distributers. 

Toe Reduce Exemptions for Dependents, 

Provost Marshal General Crowder 
took steps today to reduce the number 
of exemptions because of dependent 
families. Instructions were sent to the 
governors of all 
that the minimum pay of soldiers is 
now $30 a month, and that local boards 
must consider whether a man’s depend- 
ents could not be supported on that 
amount. The telegram follows 

“Please call attention of local boards 
to the fact that a soldier’s pay is not 
less than $30 a month, and that all 
clothing, subsistence, medical treat- 
ment and housing are furnished him. 
Under the law, he may allot any por- 
tion of his pay to a dependent. Many 
soldiers receiving $30 a month are 
easily able to allow $25 monthly to 
the support of dependents. In case of 
death in line of duty, the government 
will pay to the beneficiary designated 
by the soldier six months’ pay. 

“Section 4 of the selective service 
act provides that those in a status 
with respect to persons dependent upon 
them for support which renders their 
exclusion or discharge advisable may 
be discharged, but it does not require 
that they shall be discharged in all 
such cases. The _ discretion of local 
boards is invoked by this provision, 
and such boards may well take the 
facts recited above into consideration 
in deciding claims for discharge due to 
G@ependency with a.view to determining 
whether, as a matter of fact, the person 
Ciaiming such discharge will not be in 
as good or better position to support 
his dependents after selection for mil- 
itary service than he was before. If 
such is the case, of course, the dis- 
charge should not be granted.” 

Marriage No Cover for Slackers, 


The question of marriage to avoid 
rnilitary duty has already been passed 
up and that type of slacker will meet 
with a cold reception at the boards’ 
hands. It has been made clear to the 
board members that they are the judges 
of whether a registered man sought the 
shelter of matrimony to avoid military 
service and must act accordingly. 

Government officials generally are 
beginning to take up the individual 
questions that arise where government 
e aployees are called for service. Sec- 
retary Daniels said today that Knotty 
problems were arising in the navy de- 
partment as to what individuals in the 
clerical force, navy draughtsmen, or 
skilled workers at the navy yards, are 
absolutely indispensable. 

General Crowder has suggested to 
the governors that each assemble the 
full membership of all district boards 
in his state for a general conference 
to insure uniform proceedings regard- 
ing appeals. The governors were ask- 
ed also to appoint an official in each 
local district to file appeals. County 
attorneys were suggested.

TO. IMPROVE THE SCHOOLS. 


Georgia’ school teachers, perhaps without 
exception, are anxiously hopeful that the 
pill providing for state-wide school taxation, 
now pending in the legislature, will be en- 
acted into law. 

The legislature, of course, has authority 
only to submit the proposition to a vote by 
the people, since the proposed policy re- 
quires an amendment of the constitution. 

This certainly should be done; the peo 
ple themselves should be permitted to speak 
upon a subject of such general and vital im- 
portance. . 

Elsev here upon this page we reproduce 
a letter which has been sent to every mem- 
ber of each house of the general assembly 
by H. B. Carreker, president of the Georgia 
Educational association, in which the author 
says that the association of which he is the 
head has unanimously indorsed the proposi- 
tion of state-wide county school taxation. 

State Superintendent M. L. Brittain is 
authority for the statement that “so far as 
heard from, every superintendent in Geor- 
gia—city and county—all the educators of 
any kind, and boards of education who have 
expressed themselves, are in favor of this 
meacure.”’ 

And if given a chance to express them- 
selves at the polls it probably will be found 
that the parents of Georgia and the taxpayers 
generally are likewise in favor of the ad- 
vance step contemplated by the pending bill. 
At any rate, the people should be given a 
chanee to record their opinion. 

It is proposed by the house committee oa 
uppropriations to give the public schocis 
$200 900 more revenue than was appropriated 
by the last legislature; which, of course, will 
h-ip the cause of education in Georgia mate- 
rially. That, however, Mr. Brittain says 
“would amount to but little more than 30 
cents additional to each child.”

the school authorities figure they can as 
easily provide, promptly and certainly, from 
one to three months’ increase in the length 
of the school term as compared with from 
one to three weeks with any appropriation 
that the state treasury can stand.

How 
unfair, then, and how foolish, to tax them! 
It would be just as consistent for the state to 
tax its own property. “

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BENERAL TAX BILL 
WORK IS EXPEDITED 


By Holding Two Sessions, 

House Manages to Reach 
Sixty-First Paragraph of 
Second Section. 


By holding two sessions yesterday 
and expediting the work as far as pos- 
sible, the house reached the sixty-first 
paragraph of the second section of the, 
general tax bill Friday afternoon. Con- 
sideration of the bill will be resumed 
Saturday morning at 9 o’clock and it 
is hoped that a large portion of the 
bill will be passed up during the day. 
There will be no afternoon session 
Saturday. 

While a number of minor changes 
were made in the bill, its provisions so 
far have been allowed to stand substan- 
tially as they came from the ways and 
means committee. 

On motion of Mr. Atkinson, of Ful- 
ton, paragraph 50, which declares dogs 
to be personal property and requires 
that they be returned for tax as other 
property, was stricken from the bill. 

The paragraph imposing a license tax 
on moving picture houses, which was 
originally $10 per month for all “movie” 
operators, was amended so as to allow 
a smaller tax for municipalities of less 
than 25,000 population. 

Lawyers Are Exempted. 

Paragraph 15 charging a license of 
$20 upon persons or firms negotiating 
loans for a fee was amended so as not 
to apply to lawyers after the stiffest 
fight that was made during the ses- 
Sion. After the amendment had been 
adopted, Mr. Johnson, of Bartow, moved 
a reconsideration of it and succeeded 
in getting a roll call on his motion. 

A large number of representatives 
took occasion to explain their vote, 
thereby consuming about one-third of 
the morning session, but the motion 
was voted down 92 to 50. 

Paragraph 45 was amended so as not 
to impose an additional license tax on 
theaters and vaudeville houses giving 
dramatic and variety performances. 

When paragraph 54 was reached Mr. 
Arnold, of Clay, the secretary of the 
ways and means committee, announced 
that all the subsequent paragraphs were 
new taxes not imposed by the old law. 
Replying to the charge that the com- 
mittee had simply dug up the license 
schedule of the city of Atlanta and 
written it into the state law, Mr. Ar- 
nold said that use had been made of 
Atlanta’s tax license list, but that a 
great many of the taxes imposed were 
on new businesses which had come into 
operation since 1909. 

Must Have Some Guide. , 

It was necessary, he declared, for 
the committee to have some guide in 
making up a list of these new busi- 
nesses, but the Atlanta figures had not 
been followed and in many cases the 
state license had been made less than 
that of the city. 

In only one case was the license fig- 
ure of the committee raised. That was 
on automobile assembling plants, which 
was increased from $50 to $100 for 
each plant. 

There was some debate on the para- 
graphs taxing automobile schools and 
imposing a license of $5 per year on 
each car kept for hire, but the para- 
graphs were allowed to stand after 
they had been amended so as not to 
apply to schools not charging fees in 
the first instance and only to persons 
regularly engaged in the business of 
hiring automobiles tin the second. 

The house adjourned at 12:30 out of 
respect to the late Senator I. F. Mun- 
day, of the thirty-eighth, but met again 
at 8 o'clock, it being imperative that 
the body lose no time in its considera- 
tion of the general tax bill, if an extra 
sesson is to be avoided. 


“So Long, Vive la France,” 
Message of Frenchman 
Left in Suicide Note 


Vive la France!” was the 
message left by Fernand Therebault, 
who committed suicide Friday morning 
at 10 o'clock by firing two pistol shots 
through. his temple, at his room in the 
Jefferson hotel, South Pryor 
street. 

Therebault was a Frenchman, and as 
far as known has no relatives in this 
country. In his possession was found 
naturalization papers. He had been in 
Atlanta for ten days, having come sup- 
posedly from New York. Among his 
papers was found a membership card 
to the French Alliance of New York. 

Therebault left a short note stating 
his reasons for taking his own life, 
which was written in good English. 
It read: 

“Here I take my own life, which ts noth- 
ing but suffering and hell. Don’t look for 
relations or property. There are none. No! 
religious funeral! No faker! No nothing 
for-you grafters! I have given away every- 
thing for the poor. So long! Vive la 
France!"’

Addition Will Be Made if Suf- 
ficient Number of Pu- 
pils Register. 


A badly-needed sixth grade will be 
added to Milton Avenue school, provid- 
‘ed a sufficient number of pupils reg- 
ister for entrance to justify the nec- 
essary expenditure. 

A committee of women members of 
six, Parent-Teacher associations of the 
third ward called upon Assistant Su- 
perintendent of Schools J. L. Wardlaw 
,on Friday and laid before him the ur- 
gent need for the addition of a sixth 
grade at Milton Avenue school, setting 
out that very young girls are now 
{compelled to go across town alone to 
|attend other schools, after they have 
‘reached the sixth grade. 

It was further shown that the neigh- 
'borhood in the Milton Avenue school 
district is rapidly becoming depopulat- 
ed by the removal of families who are 
forced to go where their children can 
get into school. The committee also 
brought to the attention of Professor 
Wardlaw the necessity of paying car 
fare for the children who have to at- 
tend other schools from the neighbor- 
hood of Milton avenue, and declared 
that in families where there weré sev- 
eral children this car fare item was 
a serious factor. 

Professor Wardlaw assured the mem- 
bers on the committee that the addi- 
tional room would’ be added and a 
teacher installed, if the registration 
books, which will close on August 21, 
show that a sufficient number of pu- 
pils in that district are ready to enter 
the sixth grade. 

So anxious are the parents in this 
district for the addition of this grade 
that they have offered to pay the cost 
of eguipment—about $200—but | this, 
they were informed, is against the rules 
of the board of education. | 

Mrs. Carl Karston, chairman of the 
committee, is urging the co-operation 
of parents in securing a registration 
which will demonstrate to the board of 
education the need of the proposed ad- 
dition. 

“This grade ig badly needed,” de- 
clared Mrs. Karston. "The situation 
demands immediate rectification. The 
present arrangement is crowding the 
schools which take care of the over- 
flow, and it is expensive, inconvenient 
and altogether unsatisfactory. We 
believe, however, that the parents in 
this district will see that those pupils 
who desire to attend the sixth grade 
are all registered by August 21.”

resigned. 

Judge Harrell, in granting the in- 
junction, stated that the men might 
quit as Individuals if they so desired, 
but that concerted action would be con- 
strued as an interference with the 
United States mails and interstate com- 
merce. 

Not Striking, Just Quitting. 

The men claim to be acting on the 
adivice of counsel, and argue that they 
are not striking, but simply quitting 
their jobs. They have been very or- 
derly and have offered no hint at vio- 
lence. Most of them have been on the 
streets of Bainbridge during the day, 
and seem to be taking the matter quite 
good naturedly. Some of them are 
away from home and unable to get 
back, their resignations having been 
wired or telephoned into the general 


office here. 

The road last night wired the grand 
chiefs of the various labor organiza- 
tions with which they deal and asked 
to be furnished union men with which 
to operate their trains, since there is 
no strike and union men are therefore 
eligible.
